Mr. Barrett Indicated that State Department agreement with 
this paper would be immediately forthcoming. Mr. Barrett also 
suggested that this paper might well form the basis of under- 
standing as between EC A, State and OPC. He suggested that the 
draft agreement would be submitted to EGA for their consideration 
and approval. Mr. Drummond indicated that such an arrangement 
would be entirely satisfactory and that ECA would be pleased 
to consider this paper as a basis for a working understanding 
and agreement . 


Mr. Drummond emphasized his opinion as to the desirability 
on establishing in Paris a coordinating committee which could 
include Mr. Cody, Mr. Drummond, and an OPC representative. This 
coordinating group would be concerned with matters affecting the 
European interests of ECA generally. It would stem from the 
interests of the Office of the Special Representative, ECA. 

Mr. Drummond would subsequently like to see established also 
some kind of committee or other mechanism for coordinating on the 
country level.
